2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The closest prior art 
to that of the instant invention is Holmstrom, Warburton, and Taylor, which all teach monitoring 
the operation of an amperometric gas sensor. None of the prior art teach the claimed method of 
claims 1 and 16 where the reference electrode voltage is measured at first and second current 
levels and the optimum electrode bias is calculated from the reference electrode voltage. The 
prior art also does not teach a system for an oxygen probe that comprises measurement and 
calculating mechanisms for performing said functions.
